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DETAILED ACTION 



Status of Claims 

Claims 1 - 10 are pending and are currently under examination. 

Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: several 
misspellings have been noted. The word "feeing" appears on p 4, In 18 and "capsusle" 
appears on p 10, In 5. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1 and 4 - 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. Independent claim 1 only recites capsules with 
a defined breaking point. What materials or ingredients the capsules encompass is not 
clear. 
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4. Claims 2 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 2 and 3 recite the limitation "the capsule contents" and "the capsule 
membrane" in line 2 of claim 2 and line 2 of claim 3. There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 1—10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by JP 08- 
325127 A (hereafter referred to as '127; a machine translation, English abstract and 
Japanese text are included with this Office Action). 

'127 discloses constituents for the mouth such as dentrifices ([0002]). Example 3 
(p 7 machine translation, paragraph [0037]) discloses particles with a diameter of 1500 
pm (1 .5 mm) and decay loads of 5 grams or 0.4 grams per piece. The decay load is a 
measure of the force to break the capsule and after conversion of grams to kilograms 
and multiplied by g (9.8 m/s 2 ) and the grains of '127 have a force of 0.049 and 0.0039 
N, respectively. The grains are made as a coat of agar surrounding a liquid comprising

isopropylmethylphenol. Isopropylmethylphenol is one of the oil-based ingredients 
included in Applicants non-limiting list of such species (p 5, In 8 - 14 of the instant 
specification). 1 

Therefore, both Applicant and '127 disclose oral compositions comprising 
capsules and optionally one or more oil-based ingredients in combination with a 
membrane (coating) ingredient such as agar. 

Conclusion 

Claims 1 - 10 are rejected. No claims are allowed.
